The difference between a forthright 


statesman who tells the facts with pre- 
cision and the honeysuckle kind who cov- 
er the truth over was never more apparent 
than when reports of our noble president 
were compared to those issued to the Brit- 
ish people by Churchill or to the French 
by Reynaud.

We expect only eight political parties 


on the national ballot next fall and since 
Germany had over 30 before democracy 
crumpled up we have a reasonable dis- 
tance yet to go. That we only need two 
political parties, and on infrequent occa- 
sions a third rebellious group to make the 
regulars cautious of their steps, is now 
beside the point. We are stressing the 
possible advantage of a Murderers' party 
with candidates from among demonstrated 
assassins and all the other signs, tokens 
and paraphernalia of political outfits. 


Naturally the party would not re- 


veal its ultimate purpose in its name. It 
would want a title as soft as a summer 
breeze and as smooth as a melody, some- 
thing like the Home Sweet Home party. 


Instead of anything like hammer and 


sickle for symbols it could adopt a dar- 
ing design and yet not give itself away. Se- 
lecting the poisoned chalice with an ice- 
pick upside down in it might intrigue the 
people. Many of the voters would take it 
for a beer mug and pass the word around 
that the country owes every man free 
beer.

words of Arsenic Anna as she was led to 
the electric chair and many other inter- 
esting and provoking provisions could be 
inserted in the ritual.

White House preference, however, revolves

Big obstacle in Jackson's path is geography. 


He is far and away Roosevelt's first choice, but 
he also comes from New York. There is a con- 
stitutional restriction on two candidates from 
the same state on the same ticket. Jackson 
-might not be barred from running, but the New 
York electoral vote would have to be sacri- 
ficed if he did. 


That is, even if the Democrats carried the 


state, the electors would be required by the 
constitution to vote for at least one non-New 
Yorker either for president or for vice presi- 
dent. However, this would not mean that New 
York would go to the GQP; so if Roosevelt 
thinks he could sweep the country he might 
risk a default on the New York vote.

Columbia*, O.—My hunch is that the administration would do well to 


bring forward clearly and emphatically a picture of the dangers in the 
western hemisphere as it sees them. Certainly if the French have any 
difficulty wit&n the next few days in holding Hitler on the Somme, it 
will be imperative that the administration take the country more into its 


confidence. 


Washington officials are deeply concerned over the 


dangers in the western hemisphere, yet I find this part 
of the country almost entirely unaware of them.

The 
four club bid is selected deliber- 
ately in order to make clubs "a bic 
suit." According to South's expec- 
tations, North merely responds with 
four hearts and now the shrewdness 
of the four club bid becorres ap- 
parent: South's conventional four 
no trump bid will show North three 
aces, just what South wants to 
know, if North holds the kinss of 
hparts and clubs. And. if North 
does not hold those two specific 
cards. South does not want to be 
at a grand slam. The great danger 
from South's point of view is that 
North's hand was something _hke 


X X X . 


It will be observed that this is a 


better hand then the one in the 
above diagram, but with the heart 
king missing, a grand slam would 
be a horrible bid. The king of dia- 
monds is completely 
superficial. 


With the Culbertson Convention, 
however, when South bids four no 
trump, North, holding one ace and 
the kings of all bid suits, makes the 
automatic response of five no trump 
and now the picture is crystal clear 
to South. He can count in the heart 
and club kings and the diamond 
ace, and he knows that North can 
hold no fewer than four hearts for 
his original double raise. Using the 
Blackwood, South can easily discov- 
er that North holds a missing ace 
and then can ask forcings by bid- 
ding five no trump1.

South must make a wild RUCPS as to 
whether one of those kincs is in the 
trump suit where it will be so vital 
to a grand fclam.

"Allowance" money comes easy 


All a child has to do to get it, is bear 
the surname of his parents and wait 
a week. 
Since this involves little 


creative effort, the "allowance" plan 
is usually inferior to the "work" 
plan. 


Children Should Have Money 
It is wise for children to have 


money so that they may learn how 
to buy wisely. By doing their own 
purchasing, they acquire numerous 
practical lessons. 


But if they fail to get a bargain, 


it doesn't disturb them as much 
when 
they are 
spending 
"gift" 


money, as when they have labored 
for their nickles and dimes. 


In having your child 
earn his 


money, I certainly do not mean to 
imply that he should be taught the 
"gimme" complex, so that he re- 
fuses to lift his hand around the 
house unless it is crossed with a 
coin. 


Normal daily chores should still 


fall in the realm of his usual duties, 
not to be paid for. But special jobs 
which may occur but once per week, 
can be isolated for financial pay- 
ments. 


Let the boy mow the lawn or car- 


ry out the ashes from the furnace. 
Let him wash the windows or sim- 
oniz the car. 


Let your daughter help with the 


weekly ironing or the Saturday 
mopping and housecleaning. 


Pay Children Fairly 


Be reasonable 
and sensible in 


dealing with your child. Don't ex- 
pect him to labor for 8 solid hours. 
Youngsters canont concentrate on a 
job as continuously as an adult. 


Fit the tasks to the age and ability 


of the child. Pay him fairly well 
for his work so that he can earn 
as much as you otherwise would 
have given him for an allowance. 


But kee"p in mind the prevailing 


wage scales. Don't pay a boy one 
dollar per hour when grown men 
in the community would work for 
50 cents per hour, otherwise you 
develop in him a disinclination to 
work for other people at the stan- 
dard rates. 


And please be 
fair with 
your 


neighborhood, as well as with your 
own child. If other children in his 
classroom earn 50 cents per week, 
don't overpay your youngster so he 
can lord it over the others and send 
them home disgruntled. 


We need more parental coopera- 


tion in such matters, for one home 
can disrupt an entire neighborhood. 
Parents must play ball with other 
parents, if they also wish to teach 
their youngsters how to cooperate 
with other children.

United States by its embargo policy 
last year swung so far away from 
traditional international law and 
custom that only now is it begin- 
ning to be realized that the allies 
would have been better off if Amer- 
ica had put no obstacles at all in the 
path of Britain and France. 


The historic idea of neutrality is 


that citizens and private shipown- 
ers can sell and transport any and 
all kinds of war munitions to bel- 
ligerents. 
It has been customary, 


however, for governments 
them- 


selves to avoid any sale of ships or 
supplies direct to belligerents, the 
moment a government enters into 
the picture either to finance the 
transactions or to sell any of its own 
military supplies the so-called neu- 
trality is gone. 


Sell To Allies 


The American government still 


gives a semblance of obedience to 
the proprieties by declaring that the 
rifles and ammunition in its ware- 
houses can be sold to private mu- 
nition makers as a credit against 
new purchases. This permits the 
private companies in turn to sell the 
obsolete equipment direct to the al- 
lies. 


It's just a -way of circumventing 


the restrictions of a law -which pop- 
ular sentiment would like to see ig- 
nored anyway. But this is so mostly 
because the people approve steps 
short of war in the hope of casting 
enough weight into the balance in 
favor of the allies and 
possibly 


avoiding participation

fledged belligerent.
